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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1898,  permanently  constituting  "The  Swansea  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,"  the  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  set  forth  in  Section  II.  Article  10. 

SECTION  II  - The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall 
extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swapsea  which  lies  on  the  landward 
side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity 
of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of 
Swansea  within  such  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers, 
channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place 
or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding 
Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places 
for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such 
part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship 
which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be 
moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which 
shall  be  on  its  way  thither. 

Contributing  Authorities 

The  Contributing  Riparian  Authorities  are  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea,

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1970. 


This  is  the  97th  Annual  Report  and  has  been  made  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  12  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Port  Health  Districts) 
Regulations,  1959  and  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  on  Form  Port 
20  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

During  the  year  1970,  5,347  vessels  with  a total  net  tonnage  of  5,910,230 
entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority,  Although  this 
represents  a decrease  of  683  vessels,  it  shows  an  increase  of  772,821  in  the  net 
tonnage  when  oompared  with  the  figures  of  the  year  1969  and  cargo  handled  at  the 
various  ports  totalled  11,987,447  tons,  an  increase  of  1,620,490  oompared  with 
the  previous  year. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  notifiable  and  other  infectious  diseases  occurred 
among  the  crews  and  passengers  of  ships  entering  these  ports  and  particulars  of 
them  are  given  later  in  the  Report. 

Sixty-seven  seaman  were  examined  by  the  Static  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during 
the  year  and  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  the  number  of  seamen  who  have  been 
examined  at  this  Unit  is  as  follows:-

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Throughout  the  year  150  samples  of  water  were  drawn  from  various  shore  points 
and  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  Ten  of  these  proved  unsatisfactory 
and  more  details  about  them  will  be  found  in  the  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with 
water  supply. 

Water  samples  drawn  from  ships  totalled  194,  34  of  wnich  proved  unsatisfactory. 
Seventy-five  of  these  samples  were  drawn  from  British  ships,  10  of  which  were 
unsatisfactory  representing  13.3?°  and  119  samples  were  from  foreign  ships  with  24 
of  them  giving  an  unsatisfactory  result  representing  20.2$ 

Your  Food  Inspectors  dealt  with  over  2,500  tons  of  Imported  Foodstuffs  of  a 
great  variety  and  had  reason  to  condemn  only  a little  over  a ton.  The  Biltish  & 

Irish  Roll-on  Roll-off  Ferry  between  Swansea  and  Cork  had  a complete  year  working 
and  arrived  on  249  occasions.  Over  12,718  tons  of  foodstuffs  arrived  in  1,110 
containers  and  trailers.  Most  of  this  was  in  refrigerated  containers  which  left  the 
dock  immediately,  hence  necessitating  immediate  notification  to  the  Inland  destination 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  1968  Imported  Food  Regulations. 

Samples  of  foodstuffs  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  the  Publio  Analyst  totalled  20  but  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  any  action 
as  a result  of  their  Report. 

There  were  only  three  cases  of  ships  emitting  excessive  smoke  contrary  to  the 
Clean  Air  Act  1956  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958 
and  on  representation  the  nuisances  were  abated,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  legal 
proceedings. 


VISIT  OF  INSPECTION  BY  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
PORT  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 


A most  interesting  day  was  spent  on  Tuesday,  April  14th  on  the  occasion  of  an 
official  visit  of  inspection  to  the  Swansea  Docks  by  members  of  the  Port  Health 
Authority.

Two  Student  Inspectors,  one  from  the  City  of  Swansea  and  the  other  from  the 
Port  Talbot  Corporation  Health  Department,  received  theoretical  and  practical 
training  during  the  year  on  all  aspects  of  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Port  Health 
Inspectors. 


TIDAL  HARBOUR  AT  PORT  TALBOT 


The  British  Transport  Docks  Board's  new  £20  million  tidal  harbour  at  Port  Talbot 
came  into  operation  during  the  year.  It  is  the  first  ore-terminal  in  Britain  capable 
of  handling  100,000  ton  vessels  and  took  three  and  a half  years  to  construct.  The 
harbour  encloses  a water  area  of  some  400  acres  and  has  a 2,000  ft. long  jetty  within 
it,  wiiich  is  equipped  with  two  unloaders  and  a conveyor.  Over  40  vessels  discharged 
ore  there  during  the  year. 
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In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Cnairman,  the  Port  Health 
Committee,  the  Officials,  the  Staff,  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  H.M. 
Immigration,  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the 
South  Wales  Sea  Fisheries  District  Committee,  the  Officials  of  the  Union  of  Seaman, 
the  Local  Shipping  federation  Doctors  and  Officials,  the  Pilots  and  Local  Shipping 
Agents,  Superintendents  of  the  Various  Shipping  firms  and  Surveyors  of  the  Ministry 
of  Transport,  for  their  great  assistance  and  willing  help  at  all  times.

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SECTION  IV  - INLAND  BARGE  TRAFFIC 


There  is  no  inland  barge  traffic  at  any  of  the  ports  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Authority. 

SECTION  V - WATER  SUPPLY 

1,  Source  of  supply:- 

(a)  the  district 

All  the  docks  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  receive  their 
water  supplies  from  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

Port  Talbot  docks  have  an  additional  supply  from  the  Cwmbrombil  Reservoir 
whioh  is  owned  by  the  Margam  Estate  and  under  the  control  of  the  British 
Transport  Docks  Board  as  soon  as  it  enters  the  dock. 

All  water  from  these  sources  is  ohlorinated* 

(b)  Shipping 

Water  mc.ins  are  laid  throughout  the  docks  and  shipping  is  supplied  by 
hydrants  whioh  are  conveniently  situated  on  the  quayside  at  all  berths. 

The  only  exceptions  are  certain  berths  in  the  Neath  River.  Ships  bound 

for  these  berths  are  advised  before  arrival  to  take  on  sufficient  water  supplies 
before  docking.  If,  in  spite  of  this  warning,  they  need  water,  they  can  only 
get  some  by  seeking  the  help  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Fire  Service  who  will 
then  deliver  water  in  a Fire  Tender  to  the  ship,  the  supply  coming  from  the 
West  Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  number  of  ships  receiving  water  in  this  way 
during  the  year  was  5 and  two  samples  were  taken  from  the  Fire  Tender  during 
one  of  these  operations  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  both 
being  reported  later  as  satisfactory, 

2.  Reports  of  tests  for  contamination 
(a)  Shore  Sampling 

In  all  150  samples  of  water  which  were  taken  during  1970  from  varying 
points  throughout  all  the  docks  in  your  area  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Swansea.  In  the  event  of  any  of  them  being  proved  unsatisfactory, 
a oopy  of  the  Report  is  sent  to  the  Engineer  to  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board 
and  in  the  case  of  the  Port  Talbot  Docks,  the  Docks  Manager,  British  Transport 
Docks  Board,  who  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Water  mains  within 
the  dook.  The  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  notified.

REPORTS  ON  UNSATISFACTORY  SHORE  SAMPLES 
DURING  1970 

PORT  TALBOT  DOCKS . 

A routine  sample  of  drinking  water  was  taken  on  September  14th  from  a tap 
in  the  ffashplace  of  Messrs.  Bristol  Ames  Plant  Hire  Limited,  Llewelyn's  Quay, 

Port  Talbot  Docks  and  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist.  Later  he  reported  it  to 
be  "unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes"  due  to  the  presence  of  Escheriohia  Coli 
(Type  1)  and  a high  Coliform  Bacilli  count.  The  Docks  Manager,  Port  Talbot  Docks, 
the  Engineer  to  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Port  Talbot  Corporation,  were  all  informed  and  it  was  advised  that  all  consumers 
in  the  vioinity,  including  shipping,  should  be  instructed  to  boil  all  water  before 
consumption.  Repeat  samples  were  taken  on  September  21st  and  28th  and  these  proved 
highly  satisfactory,  so  the  advised  precautions  were  withdrawn  on  October  1st  and 
since  that  date  routine  samples  have  been  resumed  with  satisfactory  results. 
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REPORTS  ON  UNSATISFACTORY  SHORE  SAMPLES.  PORT  TALBOT  DOCKS,  (CONTINUED). 

A further  incident  ooourred  on  November  2nd  as  a result  of  a routine 
sample  taken  from  the  tap  at  the  Port  Health  Office,  Port  Talbot  Docks. 

The  Bacteriologist's  report  indicated  that  the  sample  was  "unsatisfactory 
for  drinking  purposes"  due  to  the  presenoe  of  Esoh.  Coli  (Type  1).  At  the 
time  it  was  thought  that  the  source  of  this  supply  was  from  the  Cwmbrombil 
Reservoir  but  from  subsequent  enquiries  it  was  found  that  this  supply  to 
the  Por\  Talbot  Docks  had  been  discontinued,  due  to  a burst  of  some  standing 
and  the  water  from  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board's  supply  had  been  diverted 
into  the  mains  serving  this  area. 

The  usual  Authorities  were  again  notified  and  the  necessary  precautions 
were  advised.  However,  I am  glad  to  report  that  this  contamination  was  again 
of  short  duration  as  repeat  samples  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  on 
November  9thl2th  and  16th  were  all  reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  The 
advised  precautions  were  therefore  lifted  on  November  20th  and  since  that  £ate 
routine  samples  taken  in  this  vicinity  have  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

SWANSEA  DOCKS. 


A routine  sample  of  drinking  water  drawn  from  a tap  in  the  Coal  Trimmers' 
Lodge  near  Nos.  11/12  Tips,  King's  Dock  on  November  2nd  was  reported  by  the 
Bacteriologist  to  be  "unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes"  due  to  a high 
Coliform  Bacilli  count.  The  Engineer  to  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  was 
informed  and  advised  that  consumers  in  the  area  including  shipping  should  be 
instructed  to  boil  any  water  used  for  human  consumption. 

At  the  same  time  his  attention  was  drawn  to  the  very  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  hydrant  chambers  in  the  vicinity  of  the  coal  tips. 

Repeat  samples  were  taken  from  hydrants  at  Nos.  11  and  12  Tips  and  from 
the  coal  trimmers-'  lodge.  The  latter  as  well  as  the  sample  from  No.  12  tip 
hydrant  wereagain  unsatisfactory  for  similar  reasons  but  that  from  No.  11  tip 
hydrant  was  satisfactory. 

Further  repeat  samples  were  taken  on  November  9th,  12th,  l6th,  19th,  23rd, 
26th  and  30th,  The  sample  taken  from  No.  12  tip  hydrant  on  November  12th 
showed  the  presence  of  Esch.  Coli  (Type  l)  while  the  sample  from  the  Coal  Trimmers' 
Lodge  on  the  same  date  was  also  unsatisfactory,  due  to  a high  Coliform  Bacilli 
oount.  The  Bacteriologist  was  again  not  satisfied  with  the  samples  submitted  to 
him  on  November  16th  and  19th  from  the  hydrant  at  No.  12  tip  but  those  submitted 
from  the  Coal  Trimmers'  Lodge  on  the  same  dates  had  improved  and  were  satisfactory. 

Satisfactory  results  were  reported  from  the  samples  drawn  on  the  23rd  and 
26th  November,  but  again  on  November  30th  the  sample  taken  from  the  No.  12  tip 
hydrant  proved  unsatisfactory.

REPORTS  ON  UNSATISFACTORY  SHORE  SAMPLES.  SWANSEA  DOCKS  (CONTINUED). 

Consequently  repeat  sampling  continued  on  December  7th,  10th  and  14th 
from  sources  in  the  same  vicinity  and  as  all  of  these  were  reported  by  the 
Bacteriologist  as  highly  satisfactory,  the  Engineer  to  the  Water  Board  was 
again  contacted  and  informed  that  in  the  light  of  these  excellent  results, 

I thought  that  if  he  agreed,  then  the  consumers  including  shipping  in  the 
affected  vicinity  could  be  notified  that  the  advice  to  boil  all  water  before 
consumption  could  be  withdrawn. 

This  was  agreed  to  on  December  18th  and  from  that  date  routine  sampling 
has  been  resumed.  In  addition  the  Engineer  reported  that  he  was  taking  steps 
to  remedy  the  defects  discovered  in  the  hydrant  chambers, 

(b)  Ship  Sampling 

During  the  year  194  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  ships  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Whenever  an  unsatisfactory  report  is  received  a copy  of  the  report  is 
sent  to  the  Owners  or  Agent  with  the  advice  that  the  water  tank  concerned, 
should  be  properly  treated  by  chlorination,  emptied  and  then  refilled  with 
wholesome  water  and  that  until  this  operation  oan  be  performed  the  water 
should  be  boiled  before  consumption. 

In  the  case  of  British  Ships,  a copy  of  the  report  is  also  sent  to  the 
local  Inspector  of  Ships'  Provisions,  Ministry  of  Transport,  whenever  an 
unsatisfactory  sample  is  reported.

Report  on  an  incident  on  board  the  British 
Motor  Vessel  "HECTOR-" 

This  vessel  ai’rived  at  Swansea  on  July  1st  1970  from  Birkenhead,  no 
sickness  being  reported.  The  Master  stated  that  water  from  No.  9 starboard 
tank  appeared  to  be  contaminated  with  what  he  thought  was  oil,  and  suggested 
that  samples  be  taken  so  that  the  cause  of  the  contamination  could  be  determined. 
Meanwhile  he  had  made  arrangements  for  the  tank  to  be  emptied  and  cleaned  with  a 
detergent. 

Samples  of  the  heavily  contaminated  water  were  taken  for  both  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  prior  to  the  cleaning. 

Two  airpipes  led  from  the  tank  to  the  main  deck  ana  after  the  cleansing 
of  the  tank  it  was  discovered  that  a drip  of  oil  entered  the  fresh  water  tank 
from  one  of  the  airpipes.  This  particular  airpipe  passed  through  a cargo  tank 
which  was  full  of  oil  for  discharge  at  Hong  Kong. 

This  airpipe  was  immediately  plugged  and  for  the  rest  of  the  time  the 
ship  was  in  port  no  leakage  occurred.  As  the  vessel  was  due  to  sail  before  the 
results  of  the  analyses!  were  available,  the  Master  agreed  not  to  carry  water  in 
the  affected  tank  until  the  results  were  known  and  to  obtain  an  adequate  supply 
of  sodium  hypochlorite  for  chlorination  of  the  tank  if  advised  accordingly. 

i 

The  Public  Analyst  eventually  reported  that  "The  sample  contained  a large 
amount  of  floating  oil  (lubricating  type  oil  with  some  paraffin)  and  was 
contaminated  with  approximately  10$  of  sea  water." 

The  Bacteriologist  reported  that  the  sample  submitted  to  him  was  also 
unsatisfactory,  due  to  a very  high  count  of  coliforra  bacilli  and  due  to  the 
presence  of  a high  count  of  Eschn  Coli  (Type  l). 

Copies  of  these  reports  were  sent  to  the  Agents,  who  cabled  the  ship 
of  the  result.  The  Inspector  of  Ships'  Provisions,  Ministry  of  Transport  was 
also  acquainted  of  the  case.

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3.  Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes 

Hydrants  are  of  the  recessed  type  and  are  covered  when  not  in  use.  The 
hosepipes  and  fittings  are  conveyed  to  the  hydrants  usually  by  means  of 
electrically  propelled  trucks.  These  trucks  are  kept  locked  up  when  not  in 
use  and  are  therefore  protected  from  the  weather  and  contamination. 

The  stand  and  hosepipes  used  for  the  delivering  of  water  to  the  ships 
are  thoroughly  flushed  by  a continuous  flow  before  being  connected  to  the 
ships  tank. 

2}.  Number  and  sanitary  condition  of  water  boats,  and  powers  of  control  by 
the  Authority. 

No  water  boats  are  used  in  any  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Authority,  In  an  emergency,  some  of  the  local  tugs  are  able  to  convey 
fresh  water  to  ships  delayed  out  in  the  bay  'and  their  tanks  are  sampled 
from  time  to  time.

(o)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships , .persons , clothing  and  other 
articles. 


Whenever  a cabin,  berth  or  forecastle  of  a ship  requires  cleansing 
a notice  is  served  on  the  Master  and  the  work  is  then  Carried  out  by 
members  of  the  crew  or  by  persons  employed  by  the  shipping  company,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Port  Health  Inspector, 

In  cases  of  infectious  disease,  after  the  removal  of  the  patient, 
disinfection  of  the  quarters  is  carried  out  by  fumigation  with  formalin, 
followed  by  thorough  washing  and  scrubbing  down  with  hot  water  and  soap, 
and  finally  by  complete  ventilation.  Bedding  and  clothing,  depending  on 
circumstances,  would  be  dealt  with  by  formalin  fumigation  on  board,  steam 
disinfection  ashore,  or  may  have  to  be  destroyed  by  burning. 

Normally  disinfestation  of  Seaman  and  their  clothing  would  be  carried 
out  on  board  ship.

The  e.s,  "UGANDA”  arrived  in  Swansea  on  July  19th  after  a school  cruise 
to  the  Canary  Islands  and  North  Africa  and  was  visited  on  arrival  by  my  Deputy 
Port  Medioal  Officer  of  Health  and  a Port  Health  Inspector, 

Previously  a radio  message  had  been  received,  from  the  Master  via  the  Agents 
stating  that  a young  schoolgirl  on  board  was  suffering  from  measles,  but  that  no 
further  cases  had  developed.  The  patient  wa3  examined  by  the  Deputy  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  decided  that  as  she  was  practically  recovered  he  would 
allow  her  to  proceed  home  by  bus  to  Lampeter, 

The  Medical  Offloer  of  Health  for  that  Authority  'was  notified  by  telephone 
and  this  was  confirmed  in  writing.  Disinfection  had/  been  oarried  out  by  hospital 

staff  on  board* 

Contaot  - Typhoid  Fever, 
m.v,  "CORBRAE1' 

This  vessel  arrived  in  Swansea  on  August  23rd J 1970  from  Avonmouth,  no 
siokneas  being  reported.  Information  was  received  fr<t>m  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  Newcastle -upon-Tyne  stating  that  a member  of  the  ship's  orew  had 
been  a oontaot  of  a girl  passenger  on  a plana  from  Spfcin  in  July  and  that  the 
girl  had  subsequently  developed  Typhoid  Fever,  The  seaman  was  under  sux’veillance 
and  a speoiraen  of  his  stools  had  revealed  a negative  result, 

This  seaman  was  seen  here  and  reported  no  ill  eflfects  and  before  leaving 
8wansea  provided  another  specimen  of  his  stools  whicft  was  3ent  to  the  Publio 
Health  Laboratory  for  baoteriological  examination,  tfle  result  of  which  once 
again  proved  negative. 

The  ship  left  Swansea  for  Rotterdam  on  the  P.M,  tide  on  August  24th,  1970, 

A history  of  the  case  was  sent  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Rotterdam, 
for  his  information,  I received  a reply  from  the  Pott  Medioal  Officer  of  Health 
of  Rotterdam  on  September  11th,  1970  stating  that  further  examination  of  the 
seaman's  stools  had  again  proved  negative, 

BAC ILL1ARY  DYSENTERY  « m.v,  "BORDER  ^AIRD" 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  from  Rotterdam  on  October  9th  and  on  arrival 
it  was  reported  that  some  of  the  Officers  and  their  wives  and  children  had  suffered 
from  Diarrhoea  and  vomiting  while  at  Rotterdam.  The}'  had  all  been  asnore  there 
and  had  consumed  some  chooolate  but  at  the  time  of  arrival  here,  ail  seemed  to  have 

reoovered.

Faeoes  and  urine  samples  were  obtained  from  sa>|ie  of  those  who  had  been  ill 
and  these  together  with  a sample  of  the  chocolate  and  a sample  of  the .ship's 
drinking  water  were  all  submitted  to  the  Publio  Hea3J|kh  Laboratory.  The  Director 
later  reported  that  "no  organisms  of  the  typhoid  or  salmonella  group  were  grown 
on  any  of  the  specimens".  However,  the  drinking  water  was  unsatisfactory,  due  to 
the  presence  of  Esoh.Coli  (Type  1)  and  a high  oount  of  ooliform  bacilli. 

The  ship  had  left  Swansea  for  Avonmouth  and  the  Port  Health  Authority  of  that 
port  was  notified  of  the  faots.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  fresh  water 
tanks  to  be  cleansed  there.  On  Ootober  14th  a telephone  message  was  received  from 
the  Port  Health  Authority,  Avonmouth  stating  that  the  Radio  Officer  of  this  ship 
had  been  removed  into  hospital  there  that  day  suffering  from  Gastro-Enteritis. 
Bottles  had  been  left  on  board  to  reoeive  faeces  samples  from  all  the  oatering 
staff  with  instructions  that  they  were  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Officer  of  the 
Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  when  the  ship  returned  here  the  next  day.  They  were 
collected  here  when  the  ship  docked  and  delivered  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
together  with  a further  sample  of  the  ship's  drinking  water.  Eventually  the 
Director  reported  that  the  water  sample  was  satisfactory  as  well  as  the  faeces 
samples  of  the  catering  staff,  with  the  exception  of  one.  The  report  on  this  one 
reads  "Shigella  Sonnei  Isolated". 

The  ship  had  again  returned  to  Avonmouth  and  the  facts  were  again  reported  to 
the  Port  Medical  Offioer  there  as  well  as  to  the  local  Agents  for  them  to  transmit 
to  the  Owners  and  the  Federation  Doctor. 

The  3hip  returned  here  from  Ardrossan  on  Ootober  29th  when  it  was  reported 
that  a further  faeces  sample  from  the  General  Steward  was  taken  at  Belfast  and  sent 
to  the  Bacteriologist  who  later  reported  that  it  was  NEGATIVE. 

SMALLPOX  SURVEILLANCE 

Whenever  ships  arrive  from  Smallpox  endemio  areas  enquiries  are  made  regarding 
the  validity  of  the  smallpox  vaccination  certificates  of  all  on  board.  When  it  is 
found  that  any  of  these  certificates  have  expired,  arrangements  are  made  through 
the  Agents  for  the  persons  to  be  re-vaccinated  here. 

Occasionally  information  is  received  from  Airports,  usually  London,  of 
coloured  crews  arriving  by  Air  for  the  purpose  of  joining  ships  in  the  Port. 

They  had  left  Smallpox  endemic  areas  and  had  joined  their  ship  well  within  the 
inoubation  period.  In  such  cases  the  crew  members  are  kept  under  surveillance 
while  in  port  and  should  the  ship  leave  still  within  the  incubation  period,  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  the  next  port  of  call  is  informed.

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SECTION  XII  - Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign  ports. 

1.  Procedure  for  inspeotion  of  ahipa  for  rata 

The  Ratsearoher,  working  under  direction  of  an  Inspector,  searches  as  a 
routine,  ships  from  foreign  ports  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival,  for  any 
evidence'  of  rat  infestation.  Enquiries  are  always  made  as  to  mortality  amongst  the 
r^ts  on  board  and  particular  attention  during  the  search  is  paid  to  any  excreta, 
runs,  smears  etc,,  as  well  as  to  any  harbourage  present.  It  is  as  a result  of  such 
an  inspection  whether  any  rat  repressive  measures  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  same  procedure  is  adopted  prior  to  the  issue  of  a Deratting  or  Deratting 
■Exemption  Certificate,  which  foreign-going  ships  must  possess  in  accordance  with 
Article  54  of  the  International  Health  Regulations  as  well  as  for  Rodent  Certificates 
issued  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  Shipping)  Orders  1951 
and  1956. 

During  the  year,  the  Ratsearcher  inspected  785  ships  and  evidence  of  rodent 
infestation  was  found  on  four  of  them.  In  soms  oases  the  evidence  found  was  not 
recent,  nevertheless  trapping  and  the  laying  of  poison  baits  was  carried  out  either 
by  the  Ratsearcher  or  a Contractor  as  a precaution.  One  rat  wa3  found  destroyed  at 
the  time  of  inspection  and  after  a bacteriological  examination,  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  reported  "No  Pasturella  Pestis  organisms  isolated".  Recent 
evidence  of  mice  was  discovered  on  another  ship  and  poison  baits  laid,  but  the  ship 
had  sailed  before  any  result  could  be  ascertained.

Rats  caught  on  ships  are  examined  by  your  Inspectors  before  being  destroyed. 
Samples  of  rats  are  sent  in  plastio  bags  to  the  Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Swansea  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

During  the  year  one  rat  was  submitted  to  the  Laboratory,  the  result  being  that 
"No  Pasturella  Pestis  organisms  isolated".

4.  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships 

Inspections  of  modern  shins  during  the  year  have  revealed  that  Ship-owners 
and  Shipbuilders  continue  to  pay  careful  attention  to  the  rat-proofing  of  their 
ships  during  construction,  the  result  being  most  satisfactory. 

In  the  older  type  of  ship,  whenever  harbourage  is  discovered  that  can  be 
eliminated,  your  Inspectors  gladly  advise  on  the  most  suitable  method  of  correcting 

same.

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SECTION  X1XI  - INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS  FOR  NUISANCES 


Whenever  nuisanoes  or  defects  are  found  and  they  are  likely  to  be  remedied 
in  port,  verbal  notice  is  given.  If  there  seems  no  likelihood  of  co-operation,  an 
Informal  Notice  is  served  on  the  Master  and  Owners  and  if  thought  necessary  the 
assistance  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport  Surveyors  is  sought.  If  the  Notice  is  not 
complied  with  or  only  partly  complied  with  in  this  Port,  and  the  ship  is  proceeding 
coastwise,  then  a follow  up  notice  is  sent  to  the  next  Port  Health  Authority. 

Generally,  ships  from  which  drinking  water  samples  are  taken,  have  sailed 
before  the  result  from  the  Bacteriologist  is  available.  Should  the  report  be 
unsatisfactory,  a notice  is  immediately  sent  to  the  Owners  via  the  local  Agents, 
advising  them  to  instruct  the  Master  to  have  all  drinking  water  boiled  before 
consumption  and  to  make  arrangements  as  quickly  as  possible  to  have  the  fresh  water 
tanks  chlorinated  and  satisfactorily  cleansed.

Arrangements  for  the  burial  on  shore  of  persons  who  have  died  on  board 
ship  from  Infectious  Disease 

Pull  details  and  relevant  information  concerning  the  death  would  be 
first  ascertained  and  investigated,  the  body  being  examined  on  board  ship, 
prior  to  the  carrying  out  of  a port-mortem  examination  should  that  prove  necessary. 
H.M.  Customs,  the  Ministry  of  Transport  (Lopal  Office)  and  the  Coroner  would  be 
informed. 

The  body  would  remain  on  board  completely  isolated,  until  its  removal 
for  post-mortem  examination  if  that  proved  neoesaary.  The  removal  would  be 
carried  out  by  the  Undertakers  employed  by  the  local  Agents  of  the  ship,  who 
would  later  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  burial.  In  the  event  of 
the  person  dying  from  one  of  the  diseases  subjeot  to  the  International  Health 
Regulations,  every  endeavour  would  be  made  for  the  body  to  be  cremated. 

Supervision  of  the  removal  of  the  body  and  any  necessary  disinfection 
or  disinfestation  would  be  oarried  out  by  members  of  the  Port  Health  staff.

Two  hundred  and  fifty  ships  were  visited  during  the  year  by  your  Food 
Inspectors  for  the  routine  inspection  of  foodstuffs,  which  were  landed  into 
the  various  transit  sheds  in  the  docks  under  your  jurisdiction. 

The  total  weight  of  food  landed  was  over  2,500  Tons  and  the  countries 
from  which  it  arrived  included  Australia,  Canada,  Denmark,  Germany,  Ireland, 

Italy,  Portugal  and  Sweden,  Details  of  the  containerised  food  arriving  at 
the  new  Ferryport  are  given  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

Included  in  these  figures  are  the  221  landings  of  wet  fish  made  by  the 
ten  Trawlers  owned  mainly  by  the  members  of  the  Swansea  Trawler  Owners  and 
Fish  Merchants  Association  Limited,  who  are  the  tenants  of  the  Fish  Market 
at  the  South  Dock,  Swansea.  The  fish  landed  by  these  trawlers  weighed  5,909  ■ 

Cwts,  valued  at  £43,264  and  was  mainly  caught  in  the  fishing  grounds  of  the 
Bristol  Channel.  It  was  subject  to  routine  inspection  by  your  Food  Inspectors. 

The  flake  ice  and  the  water  from  which  the  ice  is  made  at  the  Association's 
Refrigerating  Plant  at  the  Fish  Market  is  regularly  bacteriologically  examined. 
During  the  year  10  samples  of  ice  and  13  of  the  water  from  which  it  is  made  were 
analysed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  all  the  ice  samples  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory,  but  one  of  the  samples  of  ice  water  was  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory 
and  another  doubtful,  due  on  both  occasions  to  a high  ooliform  bacilli  count.  On 
the  occasions  when  samples  are  reported  unsatisfactory,  immediate  investigations  are 
carried  out  and  repeat  sampling  continued  until  satisfactory  results  are  achieved. 

In  this  instance,  the  contamination  quioklycleared  up.

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BRITISH  AND  IRISH  - SWANSEA  AND  CORK  FERRY. 


During  the  year  the  m.v.  "INNISFALLEN"  and  m.v.  "LEINSTER" between  them 
arrived  at  the  Ferrypert  on  21*9  oooasions  from  Cork  (including  once  from  Dublin) 
and  disembarked  a total  of  71,539  passengers.  The  number  of  passengers  embarking 
at  Swansea  totalled  77,188*  No  case  of  infectious  sickness  was  brought  to  my  notice. 

In  addition  to  the  large  number  of  cars  etc.,  which  rolled-off  in  Swansea, 
quite  a considerable  amount  of  freight  arrived  in  Containers  and  on  Trailers. 

As  a Port  Health  Authority  we  are  interested  only  in  the  foodstuffs  and  during  this 
period  1,110  Containers  or  Trailers  carrying  nearly  13,000  tons  of  foodstuffs 
arrived. 

The  Imported  Food  Regulations,  1968  especially  refer  to  containerisation  and 
these  Regulations  provide  that  when  an  Authorised  Officer  considers  it  expedient 
that  the  examination  of  the  contents  of  a container  should  be  deferred  until  it 
reaohes  a specified  place  of  destination  elsewhere,  he  shall  require  the -Importer 
eto.,  to  give  an  undertaking  in  writing,  stating  that  the  container  has  been 
sealed  and  will  remain  so  until  it  reaches  the  destination  specified  on  the 
undertaking.  At  the  same  time,  the  Authorised  Officer  must  notify  the  Receiving 
Authority  that  the  Container  is  on  its  way  to  that  Authority  and  this  must  be 
done  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  normally  by  telephone  and  later  confirmed  in 
writing. 

As  most  of  the  food  containers  arriving  here  have  refrigerated  contents  the 
examination  of  which  on  the  quayside  would  be  inadvisable,  the  procedure  referred 
to  above  as  set  out  in  the  Regulations  is  adopted,  thus  enabling  the  Receiving 
Authorities  to  oarry  out  the  examination  of  the  foodstuffs  at  the  destination. 

"G-roup  Containers"  i.e,  containers  which  hold  several  different  commodities, 
go  to  'K*  Shed,  Prince  of  Wales  Dock,  where  they  are  sorted  out.  After  Customs 
clearance,  any  foods  forming  part  of  the  group  container,  are  examined  by  your 
Food  Inspectors  and  then  allowed  to  proceed  to  their  destination  without  any 
further  examination  at  that  point. 

Occasionally  it  has  happened  that  food  containers  have  arrived  without  a 
definite  address  to  which  they  are  bound.  These  are  immediately  detained  and 
are  only  released  when  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  of  their  correct  destination.
